2. On information and belief, Eric Glemet' s contribution to the conception of the invention 
claimed in the above-captioned application was made during and pursuant to his 
employment at Gene-IT. 

3. The above-captioned application claims priority to United States provisional patent 
applications 60/429,965.

The undersigned submits the following statement of facts in support of the Petition under 
37 C.F.K. §1.47: 

1. I am an inventor of the above-captionod application along with Eric Gldmet, Guillame 
Dufresne, Manuel Duval, Hendrick Cornelis Heus, and Laszlo Kristof Takacs. 

2. I reside at 10, rue du Fort, Rueil-Malmaison, France 92500. 

3. I am currently employed by Gene-IT and work primarily at Gene-IPs French 
headquarters located at 147, Avenue Paul Downer, Rucil Malmaison, France 92500. 

4. I have assigned all of my rights and interests in the above-captioned application to 
Gene-IT. Such assignment was recorded on April 21, 2004 at Reel 014538 and Frame 
0215. All of the other inventors, including Eric Glemet, have also assigned their rights 
and interests in this application to Gene-IT. 

5. On September 17, 2004, 1 contacted Eric Glemet via telephone and requested that he sign 
the Declaration for the above-captioned patent application.
